For weeks past the auti-Japancsc and 


anli-Brilish press of 1hc United Slates has 
been parading its eolmnns, with all sorts 
of stories calculated to make the Ameri- 
can people believe that Japan and Great 
Britain, particularly the former, would cu- 
ter the conference with aims hostile to its 
purposes and to the policies of this coun- 
try. Motives and designs have been at- 
tributed to the Japanese thtat they never 
dreamed of. Every protestation by Japan 
of earnest desire to limit armament and to 
solve equitably the problems of the Pa- 
ciSc has been held up to be a sham. "We 
have -been promised, for instance, that Ja- 
pas was absolutely determined to close the 
doors of opportunity in China to the rest 
of the world and to absorb that country 
politically and economically. 
"VTe have 


been told that Japanese exploitation in the 
Far east and the Pacific eastward to the 
Hawaiian Islands was intended to be com- 
plete and to admit of no resistance^ by 
Europe or America, 


Another bugaboo held up as an impossi- 


ble barrier to the success of the confer- 
ence was the Anglo-Japanese alliance. 
This, it was declared, would so strengthen 
the purpose of Japan, as to ciaie it certain 
she would show no conciliatory spirit and 
would insist upon recognition by the con- 
ference of all the aspirations attributed to- 
iler by reckless space writers and jingo 
editors. 


Is" it not strange, therefore, that we 


should find intone of these newspapers, 
which has been conspicuous in baiting the 
British and the Japanese, assurance as the 
.conference opens that the Anglo-Japanese 


. alliance, in the form which made it ob- 
jectionable to the "United States and the 


,. British overseas dominions, will not be,re- 


newed. The positive statement is made 
that if the conference succeeds in establish- 
ing understanding among Great Britain.' 
Japan and the United States concerning 
Pacific and Far eastern questions, the al- 
liance will be scrapped completely, where- 
as if the conference fails in this under- 
standing, the alliance will be modified so 
as to eliminate its military feature^ and 
may possibly be supplanted by a purely 
commercial treaty.

To this end tbo delegates are prepared to srfve 


•up much. The Japanese correspondents are tel- 


^.3 ing the people at home not to expect too much. 


They will undoubtedly give up Shantunc. They 
will offer to surrender all extra-territorial rights, 
j-arrisons and concessions if the othor powers do 
the sane. Great Britain will not do this. As a 


^last resort Japan, is' said to be considering scrap- 
ping the famous twenty-one demands upon Chi- 
na. This would bo a. victory for the new diplo- 
' roacy of America. 


Thus we find that straw men have been 


feel up to be knocked down. Bad faith and 
sinister motives have been charged to Ja- 
-pan without restraint. 
^V"e have had col- 


•omns and columns of obloquy daily for 
•weeks. "What can be said of this propa- 
ganda if it should really turn out that Ja- 
pans' first desire is to gain the good will 
and trust of other nations, as one of the 
anti-Jap papers now says is the case? 
"What can be said of this campaign of abuse 
and insult if it should really transpire 
that Japan goes into the conference in a 
spirit of accommodation and willing to set- 
tle (he questions at issue equitably and 
with due regard for the peace and progress 
of Ihc world as a whole! 


The self-constituted strategists and 


military experts of those newspapers are 
mostly doctrinaires. Thoy have sought to 
prey upon the fears and prejudices of tie 
people in an unconscionable effort to pro- 
duce enmity of the Japanese by Ameri- 
cans and enmity of Americans by the 
iJapancse. They have-not, to any consid- 
erable extent, }cnown what thoy were talk- 
ing about. All of Iheir talk has been 
guesswork actuated by venoja and theory. 
Tho same sort of propaganda was used 
•when American relations with Mexico were 
in a critical state and is still resorted to 


whenever nay questions arise concerning 
affairs of IjbcMj two countries. The idea 
that the United States cannot"maintain 
peaceful relations with any and all nations 
of the world is preposterous. There is no 
in.ore need for war with Japan than there 
was t'Xi'iise for war with Mexico.

COMMON SENSE- MEANS OF 


PRESERVING HEALTH' 


The natural fear of death and the na- 


tural tenacity of life should influence us to 
preserve oia- health. By keeping mind 
and body well wc keep death in the dis- 
tance. "We know by that instinct which re- 
sembles conscience that health is more pre- 
cious than gold and is a treasure which 
needs unremitting vigilance and care. 


The average person, gives but little ra- 


tional attention to health. Jf he did ob- 
serve ordinary precautions and rules, phy- 
sicians and public officials would not deem 
it obligatory to promulgate advice -for 
the prevention and control of .disease. 
'• Cancer "Week.;' "TuberculosisOVeek*.'' 
fly-killing campaigns, vaccination propa^ 
gauda and other educational movements 
are an open reproach to the innate endow- 
ments for prolonging life. 


Very few persons regard health as a per- 


sonal trust. Life is secure, and mosrof 
us like to enjoy it thoughtlessly and spon- 
taneously as the speeding minutes coine 
and go. Death is so inconceivable while 
we are hale and hearty that we scarcely 
anticipate it. 
Life is a present certainty, 


death a distant probability. It is not un- 
til health is impaired or gone that we feel 
the horror of death. So it is that the love 
of life and fear of death, not being felt ful- 
ly until 'this sense is shocked by painful 
reality, fail'to move us to safeguard health 
by common means of self-management. 


For ease and pleasure we lazily avoid 


the small precautions which preserve 
health. We may smoke fifty cigarettes 
or twenty cigars day after, day. go to a 
dance every evening for weeks, overload 
our stomachs jneal after iueal. play cards 
.three or four times a week until one or two 
o'clock in the morning, or do. one of the 
other of various health destroyers.. If we 
think of our health, we Convince ourselves 
that we will put a check on-these breaches 
in a while. "We lose sleep, the most neces- 
sary health preservative, and eat auy- 
thing and inordinately. 


The physicians and health officials take 


the position that they must be not only our 
counselors, but our guardians. Are they 
not justified in believing that most of us 
are simpletons ? Health is life, yet we neg- 
lect iti It would be a wise and consider- 
ate course for us to heed the warnings of 
these friends and employ the common 
sense means of .preserving health. 


THE SAFETY OF RAW FOOD 


The public wholesale 'produce market i:i a city or 


500,000 population is visited daily by several thous- 
ands of dealers* and marketers. A\itomol>ile trucks! 
and horse-drawn vehicles loaded with 
fruits, meats in great variety" stand in 
at the curbs while purchasers thiong tho inuikot 
square dickering for stock. From a purely busi- 
ness point of view, it Is an inspirlnj: t-ccn'-. From 
a hygienic point "of view it makes one shudder. The 
sanitary conditions arc positively horrible. FliCb in 
swarms soar to and fro between the accumulations 
about the putters andN pavement and the carcasses, 
dressed and undressed fowl, and vejietables and 
fruits exposed to the .air and dust. The less cleanly 
and intelligent (marketers. largely a 
foicign 
cle- 


ment, expectorate indiscriminately about the mar- 
ket place. I believe there is some Joker in the city 
ordinances dealing with the exposure of food un- 
screened on tho sidewalk before a store, but if there 
is such an ordinance the health commissioner of 
the town has not heard about it, so fur as the public 
wholesale market is concerned. The pavements 
and gutters about this wholesale market place reek 
with dirt and debris of all kinds; the individual stall 
keepers generally indulge In dry sweeping, raisins 
a choking cloud of dust that settles over every ex- 
posed food material standing near, and the sweep- 
ings are brushed out into the street to blow about— 
which is one reason why the market place is the 
filthiest spot in a. city that is certainly very clean 
In other spots. 


"Within the market arc numbers of dealers' stalls 


grouped in a building. , Altho there is an ample 
roofage, these stalls are dun and dark, and artificial 
lighting is used all day. The filthy conditions that

A branch 
of a. nationally known meat packing firm has quar- 
ters facing the market, and the dirty clothes and 
filthy way in which the uncovered carcasses are 
handled by the employes of that firm would turn 
a squeamish stomach against meat for a long time 
to come.' 


The wonder is that we have so few^fatahtles from, 


eating uncooked or rare meat and so little infection 
from eating raw fruits and vegetables.

Recently 
a commission on the reform of the 
calendar has been put to work again. 
Tho five members are from Belgium. 
France, Great Britain, Holland, and 
the United. States. 


Mr. Schall thinks that If -Congress 


set tho example In passing tho liberty 
calendar bill and fixing 1928 as the 
year to start tho new system", other 
countries would fall in line promptly. 


The only other calendar which has 


received serious consideration of late 
is a Swiss invention. This provides 
12 months, of 31 days each. As -we 
understand this calendar, the months 
would not be alike, as in the liberty 
calendar. That is, tho twelfth of Jan- 
uary would not fall on tho same day 
of the week as the twelfth of Febru- 
ary or March. Every year,' however, 
the twelfth of January would fall on 
the same week day. 


From this, It can easily bo seen that 


tho Swiss calendar Is not so simple 
as the American plan, and It does not 
do away with the necessity for con- 
sulting a guide in calculating dates.
